Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

AREA  (in  acres) — 1391,  of  which  996  are  situated  in  St.  Neots,  395 
are  situated  in  Eynesbury. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  resident  population  for  1938  is  4,087. 

The  number  of  inliabited  hou.ses  according  to  the  rate  books  at  the  end 
of  1938  was  1,336. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  in  1938  was  74 — by  the  Council  64, 
by  private  enterprise  10. 

The  numlier  of  houses  demolished  in  1938  was  20.  69  more  houses  are 

still  to  be  demolished  (some  of  these,  about  20,  are  still  occupied  and  will 
remain  so  until  the  Council  erect  further  houses). 

The  number  of  orders  made  for  re-conditioning  in  1938  was  13.  Of 
these  6  were  completed  and  7  outstanding  on  31st  December,  1938. 

The  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £85. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  at  31-12-38  w-as  £22,139.

From  a 
medical  point  of  view  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  stress  the  necessity  of 
immediate  action  in  any  abnormal  condition  detected  at  the  time  of  the 
examination,  and  from  a  financial  point  of  view,  the  rendering  of  the 
account  attached  at  the  bottom  of  the  form  at  the  same  time  makes  it 
possible  for  the  account  bo  be  passied  by  the  appropriate  Committee  and 
payment  made  to  you  without  undue  delay. 

The  foregoing  applies  also  to  sending  in  the  repo<rt  and  claim  for  fee 
when  the  Midwife  summons  you  in  a  case  of  emergency.  I  would  draw- 
your  attention  to  Paragraph  7  (3)  on  blie  white  form,  for  unless  tliis  is 
strictly  complied  with  the  Committee  have  no  power  to  authorize  pay¬ 
ment  of  your  fee,  for  if  they  did  it  would  be  disallowed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Auditor.

Instruction  to  Doctors  on  Seeing  a  Case  of  Smallpox 

When  a  Doctor  has  a  case  of  suspected  or  definite  Smallpox,  be  should 
ring  up  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  once,  and  if,  for  any  reason,  no 
reply  is  received,  the  call  should  be  transferred  to  Wyton  Sanatorium. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital  at  Stonely,  which  is  under  the  Huntingdonshire 
County  Council,  is  partially  equipped,  but  the  necessary  bedding,  etc.,  i® 
being  kept  in  dry  storage  and  is  available  at  any  moment.  On  receipt  of 
the  message  that  the  Hospital  i®  likely  to  be  required,  the  County  Aledical 
Officer  will  immediately  make  arrangements  for  the  reception  of  the 
patient.

20)  Headquarters,  Huntings 
don  Street,  St.  Neots.  Classes  are  held  as  follows: — 1st  Thursdays  morn¬ 
ing,  After-care  School  Children.  As  tlie  Baby  Clinic  has  enlarged  so 
much  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  bold  two  clinics  a  month.  2nd 
Thursdays  afternoon,  Babies  from  Eynesbury  and  the  villages  attend. 
Nurse  Mailing  (St.  Neots),  Nurse  Rose  (Abbotsley)  and  two  V.A.D.’s  help 
at  this  clinic.  3rd  Thursdays,  afternoon.  Babies  from  St.  Neots  attend 
for  treatment.  Nurse  King  (St.  Neots)  and  two  V.A.D.’s  are  in  attend¬ 
ance.  Dr.  Conan  (Assistant  County  M.O.)  attend®  all  the  clinics. 
The  Health  Visitor  helps  on  the  1st  Thursday.  At  Christmas  a  party 
was  held  for  all  the  mothers  and  children  up  to  five  years  of  age. 

B.R.C.S.  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC. 

is  held  on  the  4th  Thursday  in  the  month  in  the  Council  Chamber 
which  is  kindly  lent  by  the  U.D.C.  free  of  charge.  The  R.D.C.  subscribe 
£5  annually.  Dr.  Roderick,  O.B.E.,  F.R.C.S.,  from  Addenbrooke’s  Hos¬ 
pital,  attends  these  clinics  at  11  a.m.  and  is  assisted  by  the  After-care 
Sister  (Miss  Chisliolm)  and  two  V.A.D.’s  from  Hunts.  20.  An  extra 
clinic  is  held  on  the  2nd  Wednesdiay  in  the  month  at  which  Miss  Chis*- 
holm  attends,  helped  by  a  V.A.D.  During  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1938,  54  patients  were  treated  (158  attendances)  as  follows: — Hunts.:  St. 
Neots  U.D.C.  23  patients,  62  attendances;  St.  Neots  R.D.C.  7  patients', 
24  attendances.  Bedfordshire:  24  patients,  72  attendances.  Total  patients 
54.  total  attendances  158.

The  services  of  the  Nurse  for  general  sick  nursing  may  be  secured  by 
payment  of  an  annual  subscription  of  Gs.,  this  subscription  to  cover 
parents  and  children  under  18  years  of  age.  OhiLdren  18  years  and  over 
2s.  each.  Members  (who  have  been  subscribers  to  the  Nursing  Association 
for  not  lesis  than  twelve  calendar  months,  and  wbose  subscription  is  fully 
paid  up): — 

For  the  .=ervices  of  the  Nurse  as  a  Midwife,  i.e.,  when  no  doctor  is 
in  attendance,  £1. 

As  a  Maternity  Nurse  with  Doctor,  1.5s. 

Non-Members :  — 

Midwifery,  £2. 

Maternity,  £1-10-0. 

Exceptional  cases,  e.g.,  expectant  mothers  who  have  recently  oome  into 
the  district,  will  be  treated  on  their  merits. 

Attendance  at  operations  from  5s. 

The  Nurse’s  services,  if  not  required  for  members,  may  be  supplied  to 
non-members  at  a  charge  of  2s.  6d.  for  the  first  visit  and  Is.  each  subse¬ 
quent  visit,  but  not  exceeding  7s.  6d.  per  week  in  all.  The  account  for 
such  service  shall  be  sent  direct  to  the  patient  by  the  Honorary  Secretary. 

Subscribers  who  have  allow^ed  their  subscriptions  to  lapse  for  one  year 
or  longer,  may  rejoin  by  paying  a  subscription  for  one  year  back  as  well 
as  the  subscription  for  the  current  year.  Persons  whose  subscriptions  are 
six  months  in  arrear,  will  be  treated  as  non-subscribers  if  needing  a  Nurse.

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS. 

The  Town  and  Rural  District  are  being  run  together  as  one  Division 
for  A.R.P.  purposes. 

The  Directing  Authority  is  the  Hunts.  County  Council  A.R.P.  Executive 
Committee  (Central  Committee).  Chairman:  Sir  John  Scott,  K.B.E., 
C.M.G.  Hon.  Secretary:  Surgeon-Commander  A.  S.  G.  Bell,  R.N,,  D.L. 
Divisional  Director:  W.  G.  Sabey,  Esq.,  Ford  House,  St.  Neots.  Hon. 
Secretary:  G.  R.  L.  Abrahams,  Esq.,  5,  New  Street,  St.  Neots.  Divisional 
Transport  Officer:  Mr.  J.  Shaw,  Phoenix  House,  St.  Neots. 

In  January,  the  Home  Office  announced  that  it  had  been  decided  to 
reduce  the  numbers  of  personnel  enrolled  or  due  to  be  enrolled  in  the 
district.

In  Great  Catworth  and  Great  Gransden  there  are  First  Aid  Pomts  con¬ 
sisting  of  4  persons  each,  while  in  Kimbolton  there  exists  an  efficient  Fire 
Brigade. 

The  total  required,  it  will  be  observed,  is  109,  and  at  the  time  of* 
writing  101  have  been  enrolled.  The  majority  have  received^  at  least  one 
course  of  instruction  in  Gas,  many  have  attended  lectures  in  elementary 
First  Aid,  while  Kimbolton  and  the  surrounding  villages  have  been 

instructed  in  the  fundamentals  of  fire  and  high  explosives. 


It  is  hoped  that  duriag  the  coming  year  the  keenness  and  energy  of  the 
volunteers  will  remain  undiminished  and  that  all  will  proceed  to  complete 
the  necessary  training.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

The  Town  Water  Supply  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in  both  quantity  and 
quality. 

Attached  are  the  results  of  the  Bacteriological  Examination  by  the 
I’ublic  Analyst  and  some  chemical  examinations  made  by  myself. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  tire  river  at  both  St.  Neotis  and  Eynesbury  is 
unfit  for  bathing  purposes.  This  is  a  .'erious  pecuniary  loss  to  the 
inhabitants  as  it  deters  visitors  from  coming  to  the  town.  Much  of  the 
pollution  of  the  river  comes  from  the  Bedfordshire  side.

To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge  and  belief  there  are  no  persons  afflicted  with  tuberculosis  who  are 
eng’aged  in  the  milk  business  in  the  district. 

ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNIZATION.— In  June,  1927,  my  Council  authorised 
me  to  supply  free  of  cost  to  any  registered  medical  practitioner  in  their 
district  the  necessary  material  for  Schictk,  Dick  or  other  recognized  tests 
and  to  supply  also  free  of  cost  immunizing  material  against  Enteric, 
Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever ,_  etc.  Their  only  restriction  being  that  the 
Practitioner  should  work  in  conjunction  with  their  M.O.H.  Very  little 
advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  concession. 

SCHOOLS. — The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  Schools  is 
satisfactory.  The  Memorandum  on  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School, 
1927,  is  strictly  obeyed.  It  has_  not  been  necessary  to  close  any  of  the 
schools  on  account  of  illness  during  the  year. 

RAG  AND  FLOCKS  ACTS,  1911  and  1928.— There  are  no  premises  in 
the  district  on  which  rag  flock  is  manufactured,  used  or  sold.

The  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  I  have  visited  these  premises  several  times.  Neither  of  us  has 
been  able  to  detect  any  nuisance.  Mr.  Cadge  has  been  invited  as  long 
ago  as  last  November  to  inform  me  or  the  S.I.  at  any  time  when  thd 
nuisance  is  apparent.  Up  to  the  present  time  we.  have  received  no 
complaint  from  Mr.  Cadge. 

HOUSING. — This  afternoon  I  inspected  Mr.  Edwards’  cottages  in  Luke 
Street,  Eynesbury.  Mr.  Edwards  has  spent  a  considerable  amount  of 
monej'  and  the  cottages  are  much  improved.  These  cottages  have  only 
two  bedrooms  and  one  of  these  has  a  floor  area  of  less  than  70  sq.  ft. 
Therefore  the  permitted  number  of  persons  is  2|.  No.  1  is  occupi^  by 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jarvis  and  three  children No.  2  is  occupied  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Skinner  and  one  child;  No.  3  is  occupied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Medlow"  and  five  children  (3  male  aet  22.  12,  2i  years,  and  2  female  aet  7 
and  5  jmars);  No.  4  is  occupied  by  Mr.  and_  Mrs.  Skinner  and  two  males, 
aet  22  and  18  and  one  female  aet  18;  No.  5  is  occupied  by  Mrs.  Pope,  her 
daughter  aet  13  and  throe  sons  aet  20,  17  and  15;  Nlo'.  6  is  occupied  by  Mr,, 
and  Mrs.  Hughes  and  their  son  aet  10  yearsi.  Therefore,  four  out  of  these* 
six  cottages  are  overcrowded.  All  the  tenants  had  rent  books,  but  none  of 
them  contained  the  information  require  1  under  para.  4  of  the  H.A.,  1936. 


The  landlords  se-em  to  ignore  tlie  statement  in  fcliis  para._  that  “any  person 
who  demands  or  collects  any  rent  without  having  given  the  required 
information  is  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  forty  shillings.” 


MORTUARY. ^ — Ought  not  the  subiect  of  making  bye-laws  for  the  new 
Mortuary  to  be  considered,  and  would  it  be  possible  to  provide  a  covered 
wheeled  litter  which  could  be  kept  in  the  Mortuary  and  used  if  necessary.. 

4th  May,  1938. 

STATISTICS. — Two  births  and  four  deaths  (all  elderly  persons)  were 
recorded  in  the  district  during  the  month  of  April. 

INFECTIOUS  DISILkSB. — No  case  has  been  notified  since  14th  March. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.— Report  herewith. 

MORTUARY. — On  April  18th  I  attended  the  first  Post  Mortem  Examina¬ 
tion  to  be  made  in  the  new  Mortuary.  Everything  is  extremely  satis¬ 
factory  with  tlie  exception  of  a  few  minor  details.  There  is  no  pro¬ 
vision  for  artificial  light,  no  provision  for  hot  water,  no  peg  upon  which 
one  can  hang  a  coat,  no  towel  rail,  no  mop  or  hosie  for  washing  down  the 
building.  I  think,  gentlemen,  these  should  be  provided  as  well  as  the 
covei’ed  wheeled  litter  which  I  mentioned  at  your  last  meeting.

STATISTICS. — Six  births  and  four  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  district 
during  the  month  of  May. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was 
notified  during  the  same  period.  Nothing  else. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.— Report  herewith. 

HOUSING. — The  sitting  room  of  No.  10  Huntingdon  Street  has  no 
window  capable  of  being  opened,  the  food  store  is  unveiitilated,  and  there 
is  no  sink.  The  owner  has  been  informed  of  these  defects  and  has  promised 
to  remedy  them. 

SANITATION. — I  have  taken  samples  of  water  from  the  bathing  places 
at  both  Eynesbury  and  St.  Neots  and  forwarded  them  to  the  IMblic 
Analyst  for  his  opinion  as  to  the  S'lfety  of  bathing. 

THE  POND  ON  THE  COAIMON. — In  my  opinion  this  is  a  disgrace  to 
the  town,  it  is  filthy,  it  stinks.  I  think  that  an  Abatement  Notice,  P.H.A., 
1936,  Sec.  93,  should  be  served  on  the  Common  Right  Proprietors  because 
it  certainly  is  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  health.  The  best  plan  would  be 
to  drain  it  and  fill  it  in  and  provide  a  drinking  trough  for  the  animala. 
As  long  as  it  is  a  pond  people  will  throw  rubbisli  into  it. 

6th  July,  1938. 

STATISTICS. — Seven  births  ami  two  deaths  were  recorded  in  your  dis¬ 
trict  during  the  month  of  June. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.^ — No  case  was  notified  during  June._  The 
County  M.O.H.  tells  me  that  there  is  a  rumour  that  Typhoid  Fever  i'S_  pre¬ 
valent  in  Huntingdonshire.  This  rumour  is  absolutely  false..  There  is  no 
case  of  Typhoid  in  the  county.  The  last  case  in  St.  Neots  was  in  January, 
1929. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.— Report  herewith. 

SANITATION. — I  sent  some  more  samples  of  river  water  for  examina¬ 
tion.  The  Public  Analyst’s  report  is: — Eynesbury:  Reasonably  safe  for 
bathing  purposes.  St.  Neots  (Bathing  Place):  Unsafe  for  bathing  purposes. 
Old  Bathing  Place:  This  cannot  be  neoommended_  for  children  to  bathe  in. 
It  may,  however,  be  considered  reasonably  safe  for  healthy  adults  provided 
that  no  further  sewage  pollution  takes  place. 
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Some  y^rs  ago  I  suggested  to  you  that  you  should  make  a  bathing  pool 
by  the  side  of  the  river.  I  now  ask  you  once  again  to  consider  my 
suggestion.  The  pollution  of  the  river  is  a  very  serious  drawback  to 
St.  Neots.  A  bathing  pool  which  could  be  kept  chlorinated  would  be  a 
great  asset.  I  can  see  no  reason  wdiy  the  pool  could  not  be  filled  from 
the  town  supply  and  emptied  into  the  river.  I  believe  you  could  obtain  a 
grant  for  this  purpose  since  it  would  be  a  perfectly  safe  place  in  which 
to  teach  children  to  swim. 

TOWN  WATEll. — I  also  sent  a  sample  of  this  for  bacteriological 
examination.  I  have  not  yet  received  the  written  report,  but  the  analyst 
rang  me  up  this  afternoon  and  said  that  it  is  quite  satisfactory  and  that 
the  report  will  follow  in  due  course. 

NIGHT  SOIL  DUMP. — I  visited  this  with  the  S.I.  this  morning.  1 
agree  with  Mr.  Phillips  that  drainage  is  necessary, _  but  I  think  it  would 
need  two  or  three  drains  provided  with  sluice  gate  in  order  that  one  could 
be  shut  off  and  have  a  rest  every  second  or  third  day.  It  would  be 
necessary  to  be  very  careful  not  to  pollute  the  brook  any  more  than  it  is  at 
present. 


7th  September,  1938. 

STATISTICS. — Three  births  and  three  deaths  were  notified  in  the  district 
during  the  month  of  August. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — One  care  of  Erysipelas  and  one  of  Pulmonary 
Tubercle  were  notified  during  the  same  period.  Nothing  else  since  June  1st. 

MEAT  INSPECTION.— Report  herewith. 

SANITATION. — The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  reported  on  Mr.  Love’s 
pigs.  These  are  an  undoubted  nuisance  at  times.  Your  bye-law  prohibits 
keeping  pigs  within  fifty  feet  of  a  dwelling  house.  These  pigs  are  about 
fifty-two  feet  from  a  dwelling  house.  As  your  S.I.  remarks,  there  are 
sometimes  17  or  20  pigis  kept  here.  I  think  you  should  insist  that  there  is 
no  accumulation  of  manure  and  that  the  drainage  is  satisfactory. 

The  S.I.  remarks  on  the  offal  from  Mr.  G.  B.  Abraham’s  slaughter  houseu 
The  disposal  of  offal  is  dealt  with  under  the  Foot  and  Mouth  (Boiling  of 
Animal  Foodstuffs)  Order,  1928.  I  have  reported  the_  matter  to  Inspector 
Waters.  I  found  in  the  Rural  District  that  the  police  could  oheck  in  a 
few  minutes  a  practice  which  I  failed  to  oheck  in  years. 

I  have  made  a  chemical  examination  of  the  pump  water  at  69,  71  and 
73,  Huntingdon  Street.  It  is  irnfit  to  drink. 


5th  October,  1938. 

STATISTICS. — Four  births  and  three  deaths  were  recorded  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  during  the  month  of  September.

It 
would  undoubtedly  attract  visitors  and  bring  money  into  the  town.

WATER  ANALYSIS. — 1  have  analysed  the  water  from  the  pump  in  Mr. 
Baker’s  bakehouse  yard  and  found  it  of  good  quality.  This  is  confirmed  by 
the  Public  Analyst. 


PIGS. — I  inspected  Mr.  Love’s  pig-«tyes  yesterday.  At  present  there 
is  much  which  is  wrong.  Mr.  Love  has  promised  to  have  certain 
structural  alterations  carried  out.  If  this  is  done  and  the  manure  removed 
more  frequently  there  should  be  no  further  cause  for  complaint. 

7th  December,  1938. 

Sl’ATISTICS. — Four  births  and  three  deaths  were  recorded  in  your  dis¬ 
trict  during  the  month  of  November. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. — One  case  of  Enteric^  Fever,  one  of  Scarlet 
Fever  (both  removed  to  Hospital),  two  of  Tuberculosis  and  two  of  Erysipelas 
were  notified  during  the  same  period.

During  the  whole 
year  (1938)  seven  cases  of  Erysipelas,  three  of  Pneumonia,  seven  of 
.Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  two  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  one  of 
Enteric,  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  one  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  were 
notified,  22  in  all.
